Congress 
Approves 
$87B Bill 

With anticlimactic vote, 
Bush gains victory on Iraq 

WAS H I N GTO N I Congress voted its final approv- 
al Monday for $87.5 billion for U.S. military 
operations and aid in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
a day after Americans in Iraq endured their 
worst casualties since March. 

In an anticlimactic moment for which only 
a handful of senators appeared, the Senate 
approved the bill by voice and handed a leg- 
islative victory to President Bush. 

The voice vote — in which Democratic Sen. 
Robert Byrd was the only one to shout “Nay” 
— let lawmakers sidestep the roll call that 
usually accompanies major legislation. 

That underscored the complicated politi- 
cal calculus presented by the measure, which 
was dominated by popular funds for U.S. 
forces but also sparked questions about 
Bush’s postwar Iraq policies and record 
budget deficits at home. 

Of the $87.5 billion, $51 billion is slated 
for U.S. troops in Iraq, while $10 billion is 
for forces in Afghanistan, alanfram(ap) 


Defense to Pay Tripp $595K 


WAS H I N GTO N | Linda Tripp will get more than 
$595,000 from the Defense Department 
to settle a lawsuit over the 
release of confidential infor- 
mation to a magazine, her 
lawyers said Monday. 

Based on information sup- 
plied by Pentagon officials in 
1998, The New Yorker report- 
ed that Tripp did not admit an 
arrest on her security application for her job 
at the Defense Department. She had been 


arrested for grand larceny when she was a 
teenager. 

Tripp, whose tapes of conversations with 
Monica Lewinsky helped lead to President 
Clinton’s impeachment, sued two years ago, 
alleging violations of the Privacy Act. 

The 1974 Privacy Act prohibits the govern- 
ment from releasing unauthorized personal 
information to nonfederal organizations. 

Tripp claimed administration officials 
were retaliating for her role in triggering 
the impeachment proceedings, (ap)

Energy secretary cites 
multiple factors in 
forthcoming report 

WASHINGTON I AUS.-Canadian task 
force essentially has completed its 
interim report and will cite a num- 
ber of causes, not merely a single 
event, for the massive power black- 
out last August, Energy Secretary 
Spencer Abraham said Monday. 

The findings of the task force 
could come as early as next week. 

In an interview, Abraham would 
not give specifics because some 
details of the report still must be 
cleared up with the Canadians. 

He made clear, however, that no 
single smoking gun will be cited as 
the cause of the Aug. 14 blackout 
that darkened all or parts of eight 
states from Michigan to New York 
and into Canada. 

“There are a number of factors 
that emerged during this investi-

High Court Will 
Hear HMD Cases 


Two complaints will 
clarify when patients 
have a right to sue 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
said Monday it will use the case of 
a Texas woman whose HMO gave 
her only one day in the hospital to 
recover from a hysterectomy to 
clarify when patients can sue health 
insurers for denying treatment that 
a doctor recommends. 

The facts of Ruby Calad’s case 
go to the heart of many patients’ 
frustration with managed care 
health plans. 

The court also agreed to hear a 
companion case from Texas involv- 
ing a post-polio patient required to 
use a cheaper pain pill than his doc- 
tor had recommended. Juan Davila 
claims he suffered bleeding ulcers 
and nearly had a heart attack. 

Calad, of Sugar Land, and Davila 
of Denton, ended up in the emergen- 
cy room, and both later sued over 
allegedly shoddy treatment. 

Patients rights advocates and trial 


lawyers say HMOs need the threat of 
lawsuits to ensure they don’t short- 
change patients. HMOs say lawsuits 
drive up costs for everyone and they 
must draw the line somewhere. 

Some in Congress have pushed 
for national patients’ right legislation 
that would allow patients to sue over 
alleged injuries, and HMOs lobbied

Army retrieved the wreckage of a 
downed transport helicopter. 

The downing of the CH-47

Afghanis 
Finish Draft 
Constitution 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Two years 
after the fall of the Taliban, the 
Afghan government unveiled 
a historic draft constitution 
Monday, aiming to cast aside a 
quarter- century of conflict with 
a unified Islamic state under a 
powerful presidency. 

The draft makes Afghanistan an 
Islamic republic but stops short of 
imposing the harsh brand of Islamic 
law favored by the Taliban, and for 
the first time enshrines a role for 
women in governing the country. 

The draft, containing 160 arti- 
cles in 12 chapters, is to be presented 
next month for approval at a consti- 
tutional loya jirga, or grand council, 
of some 500 delegates from across 
the country, (ap)

MOSCOW I Russia’s richest man, who 
was jailed on charges of fraud and 
tax evasion, resigned Monday as 
head of the giant Yukos oil com- 
pany, saying he wanted to spare it 
from an escalating criminal probe 
that has seen top shareholders 
imprisoned and a large chunk of 
its stock frozen. 

Mikhail Khodorkovsky’s res- 
ignation came nine days after he 


was jailed after an investigation 
that has dragged down Yukos 
shares and caused the Russian 
stock market to plunge.

VIRGINIA BEACH, V A. I A refrigeration 
mechanic who led police to sniper 
suspect John Allen Muhammad 
after spotting his car at a Maryland 
rest stop stayed at the stop for nearly 
three hours, providing eyewitness 
updates as police closed in during 
the dark of night. 

Whitney Donahue testified 
Monday at Muhammad’s trial 
that he stayed and kept in contact 
with 911 dispatchers in the early 
morning hours of Oct. 24, 2002, 
even though he was worried that 
he might be shot. 

Donahue had heard a radio 
report describing the Chevy Caprice 
with New Jersey tags that police 
were seeking in connection with 
the sniper spree. He immediately 
noticed the Caprice, which was one 
of only two other cars parked at the 
stop near Myersville, Md. 

Later, FBI agent Charles Pierce, 
who led the team that arrested 
Muhammad and fellow suspect 
Lee Boyd Malvo, said that because 
authorities were not sure anybody 
was in the car, they debated wait- 


ing for signs of movement before 
moving in. 

But Pierce decided to go in for 
the arrest. About five agents rushed 
the vehicle from a tree line about 20 
yards away, smashed the windows 
open and arrested Muhammad and 
Malvo without incident. Pierce said.

Laurence Fishburne’s 
enigmatic Morpheus 
is the core of ‘Matrix’ 

PERSONALITY I Laurence Fishburne 
acknowledges that he and his 
“Matrix” character, Morpheus, 
have a lot in common. And that’s 
no accident, according to the actor, 
who reprises the role in the third 
and final installment of the sci- 
fi adventure series, “The Matrix 
Revolutions.” 

Having played the same charac- 
ter in three movies, the 42 -year- old 
Fishburne is certain that only he — 
and maybe filmmakers Larry and 
Andy Wachowski — fully under- 
stands what Morpheus represent. 

“I’m the custodian of this char- 
acter,” he declared. “I decide what 
he feels and doesn’t feel. Let me play 
my character alone and let me play 
him myself.” 

The veteran actor first plugged 
into the fantasy world of “The 
Matrix” seven years ago. He was 
cast as the leather- clad rebel war- 
rior who spurs a young computer 
hacker nicknamed Neo (Keanu 
Reeves) to join him and his beau- 
tiful cohort Trinity (Carrie -Anne 
Moss) in a battle against the 
machines that have laid waste to 
the real world. 

Throughout the series, 
Morpheus’s belief in Neo never 
wavers, although Fishburne points 
to a distinctive arc in his character. 


“In the first movie, [Morpheus] is 
all-knowing, all-powerful,” he said. 
“He’s the mentor-teacher guy. In 
the second movie, he’s the spiritu- 
al leader, the general and rabble- 
rouser. And in the third, he’s the 
human being who’s at the core of 
those other guys.” 

The Wachowskis made 
“Reloaded” and “Revolutions” as a 
single film presented in two parts. 
As he did in preparing for the first 
“Matrix,” Fishburne underwent rig- 
orous martial- arts training for the 
back-to-back sequels.

Describing the rigors of the role, 
Fishburne recalls one sequence he 
shot with Jada Pinkett- Smith (as 
ace pilot Niobe) aboard a rebel 
hovercraft.

M U S I C I Sounding like karaoke at a 
bachelorette party gone bad, Mandy 
Moore’s sticky sweet “Coverage” 
(Epic) is little more than a dozen 
cover songs too many, most of 
which should leave the original 
artists wincing. 

The tepid remakes draw from 
casual hit-makers of the 1970s and 
’80s, including Carly Simon, Joan 
Armatrading and XTC. Of course, 
the cloying Moore, who first made 


her mark with the sugary teen pop 
song “Candy,” has no personal touch 
to add, as her signature breathy 
vocals hardly sound mature enough 
to handle XTC’s “Senses Working 
Overtime.” Even the modern-day DJ 
scratches couldn’t save that one. 

When Moore gushes her way 
through Carole King’s “I Feel the 
Earth Move,” it simply doesn’t. 
Moore comes close to respectabil- 
ity with Joni Mitchell’s “Help Me,” 


though the sappy horn arrange- 
ments could have been stripped 
down a bit into something less 
kitschy. 

This song fits Moore’s range 
well enough as not to be total 
folly, but it’s the lone bright light 
on “Coverage.” There’s simply no 
reason for this album. 

Here’s to Moore, who is becom- 
ing better known as an actress in 
movies such as “Walk to Remember” 
and “How to Deal,” segueing into 
a successful acting career — and 
leaving songs to singers.

Vaccine preservative 
thimerosal vindicated 
in government study 

VACCINES I Government research- 
ers say they found little evidence 
of a link between vaccinations 
and developmental problems in a 
study of more than 140,000 U.S. 
children. 

The report didn’t satisfy vaccine 
critics, who claim the study’s initial 
results showed a stronger connec- 
tion but were watered down, and 
that the study’s lead author now 
works for a vaccine maker. 

The study, published Monday 
in the journal Pediatrics, is one of 
the latest attempts to determine 
whether older vaccines with the 
mercury- containing preservative 
thimerosal led to nervous- system 
problems such as autism, as some 
vocal critics contend. 

In one group of children stud- 
ied, routine vaccines in infancy 
appeared to slightly increase the 
risk for tics. In another group, a

slight association was seen with 
language delays. A third group 
showed no associations with any 
disorder. In all, more than 140,000 
children were studied and no link 
was found with any other disorders, 
including autism. 

Vaccine makers have phased 
out use of thimerosal as a preser- 
vative in childhood vaccines used 
in the United States, though trace 
amounts remain in some vaccines.

I buy bags of frozen berries on sale, 
bring one bag to work and leave it 
in the office fridge. It defrosts by 
lunchtime and is a great way to get 
my 2-3 servings of fruit. 

I also eat frozen berries and 
peaches as my “dessert” after din- 
ner, with a tablespoon of whipped 
cream and a few slivers of nuts. 

I just started the South Beach 
Diet, so I’ll be eating more fish than 
usual. I’m planning a Trader Joe’s 
run to stock up for the week and 
would love some suggestions. 

I’ve had great success with the 
blackened Cajun salmon. It’s inex- 
pensive (about $4 to $5) and is wild. 


The instructions are on the package. 
I must say that I’m pretty wary of 
frozen fish, but this is great. Preheat 
the oven. Take the fish out the pack- 
age. I spray the cookie sheet with 
olive oil so it doesn’t stick. You could 
also use a nonstick pan. It cooks in 
about 25-30 minutes. 

You mentioned that eating a cup of 
vegetable soup before a meal can 
help curb overeating. The problem 
is that I hate vegetable soup. The 
only soups I like are cream soups. 

If I make Campbell’s Tomato soup 
with skim milk, will that have the 
same effect on my appetite? 

Tomato soup made with skim 
milk is a great choice. Volume is 
what you’re going for here. The 
trouble with some of the high-fat 
soups is that they can carry high 
calories, too. But your suggestion of 
the tomato soup with skim milk is 
great. I also make tomato soup with 
water and top it with a teaspoon of 
parmesan cheese. The flavor goes 
a long way.

For the second time in just over a 
year, Apple Computer Inc. is out 
with a major upgrade of the Mac 
OS X operating system, packing it 
with features Windows users won’t 
see for years and attaching a $129 
price tag. Mac OS X 10.3 “Panther” 
is expensive, but for the most part 
worth the price. A quick look: 

Perk 

The most obvious change: Panther 
exploits the Mac’s advanced graph- 
ics capabilities to allow users to 
quickly make sense of a cluttered 
desktop. With the Expose feature, 
all the open windows on the desk- 
top immediately shrink to fit on the 
screen but are still clear enough to 
identify. Just click to bring a de- 
sired window to the foreground.

DVDS I The U.S. Copyright Office 
has rejected dozens of requests to 
relax a 1998 federal copyright law, 
including proposals to allow people 
to play DVDs bought in other coun- 
tries and to copy DVD bonus mate- 
rials for noncommercial use. 

This week’s ruling concludes a 
review conducted every three years 
on whether the legal use of some 


copyright materials has been hurt 
by the Digital Millennium Copyright 
Act, which bans the bypassing of 
copy protection on digital music, 
movies and other works. 

More than 50 requests for 
exemptions were made; the 
Copyright Office granted two. 
One permits access to electronic 
books by software for the blind 
and to computer programs and 
video games distributed in for- 
mats now obsolete. 


Civil-liberties organizations 
complained that the ruling’s nar- 
row scope encumbers legal access 
to materials. 

Marybeth Peters, register of 
copyright, said many of the rejected 
proposals were not backed by evi- 
dence of harm outweighing con- 
cerns about piracy. 

Alternatives exist, she said, such 
as buying a DVD player with the 
correct region coding to play for- 
eign DVDs.

Has the media done an adequate job 
of covering the Ronald Reagan mini- 
series controversy? It seems a bit 
inappropriate for a national politi- 
cal party to request that a television 
network edit a movie to put their 
hero in a more favorable light. 

The New York Times, which I 
believe broke the story, has played 
this pretty big. The Washington 
Post has been slow and hasn’t 
done enough, in my view. No mat- 
ter what your view of CBS and the 
Republican National Committee 
(not to mention those calling for a 
boycott of the movie’s advertisers), 
it’s a great controversy, and raises 
some larger questions about how 
faithful to the facts a movie about 
a real public figure needs to be. 

Is CBS being censored by the RNC 
and conservatives for the Reagan 
miniseries? How close to reality 
does the series need to be and by 
whose standards? 

I don’t think CBS is being “cen- 
sored” but it’s clearly taking some 
political heat. How close to reality 
a “biopic” has to be is subjective. If 
you’re portraying an actual person, 
like a former president, you can take 
some dramatic liberties but can’t 
make things up, such as an insen- 
sitive comment about AIDS victims 
that Reagan never uttered. 

Maureen Dowd, in her column in 
The New York Times, said that 
Katie Couric is planning a news 
special about Jayson Blair and a 
chance for him to hawk his book. 
There has to some sort of irony 
that a man who disgraced one news 
organization is considered a “get” 
by another.
